AN ACT Relating to recreational vehicle sanitary disposal1

facilities; amending RCW 46.16.063, 46.68.170, and 47.38.050.2

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:3

Sec. 1. RCW 46.16.063 and 1980 c 6 0 s 2 are each amended to read4

as follows:5

In addition to other fees for the licensing of vehicles there shall6

be paid and collected annually for each camper, travel trailer, and7

motor home as the same are defined in RCW 82.50.010 a fee of ((one))8

three dollars to be deposited in the RV account of the motor vehicle9

fund.10

Sec. 2. RCW 46.68.170 and 1980 c 6 0 s 3 are each amended to read11

as follows:12

There is hereby created in the motor vehicle fund the RV account.13

All moneys hereafter deposited in said account shall be used by the14

department of transportation for the construction ((and)), maintenance,15

and operation of recreational vehicle sanitary disposal systems at16

safety rest areas ((on federal-aid highways)) in accordance with the17

department’s highway system plan as prescribed in chapter 47.06 RCW .18
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Sec. 3. RCW 47.38.050 and 1980 c 6 0 s 1 are each amended to read1

as follows:2

The department of transportation shall construct and maintain3

recreational vehicle sanitary disposal systems in the following safety4

rest areas lying along highways which are a part of the interstate5

highway system:6

(1) Gee Creek safety rest area, northbound and southbound on7

Interstate 5 in Clark county;8

(2) Sea-Tac safety rest area, northbound on Interstate 5 in King9

county;10

(3) Silver Lake safety rest area, southbound on Interstate 5 in11

Snohomish county;12

(4) Winchester Wasteway safety rest area, eastbound and westbound13

on Interstate 90 in Grant county;14

(5) Sprague safety rest area, eastbound on Interstate 90 in Lincoln15

county; ((and))16

(6) Selah Creek safety rest area, northbound and southbound on17

Interstate 82 in Yakima county;18

(7) Indian John Hill safety rest area, eastbound and westbound on19

Interstate 90 in Kittitas county;20

(8) Smokey Point safety rest area, northbound and southbound on21

Interstate 5 in Snohomish county;22

(9) Schrag safety rest area, westbound on Interstate 90 in Adams23

county .24
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
